be rid of, and buta few others, and thoſe of the moſt refuſefortand that in fuch 

a carelefle mannet, as gave great diſco tothe ſervice , noz one man of 
that fide accompanying their Paſtour, when ke was fentby thejoi ot 
the Court, and all the Elders upon that expedition, not ſo much as bidding him 
farewell ; what was the reaſon of this difference?

not follow that a private man, or a Miniſter of the Goſpel may doe the like : 
wee read, Nebem, 5,7, that hce raiſed a great Aﬀembly againſt thoſe who did 
their brethren, but we read not that Ezrs did fo the diſorders 
which heecomplained of, and yet that which hee did in alſembling of the peo- 
ple, for redrefſe &c. was by authority and counſell of the Nobles, Exr.10.8, 

2. That this courſe of Mr. Wheelw, did tend direftly to the great hinderanco 
of publike urilicy: for when brethren ſhall looke one at another as enemicy and 
perſccurors,Sc, and when people ſhall looke at their Rulers and Minitters as 
ſuch, and as thoſe who goe about to take Chriſt and Salvation from them, how 
ſhall chey joyne cogether in any publick Service? how fhall they cokabire and 
trade © ? how hardly will they ſubmit to ſuch Over-ſcers ? how will ic 
binderall affaires in Courts, in Townes, in Families, in Veſſels at Sea,fc. and 
what can more threaten the difſolution and ruine of Church and Common=- 
wealth ? Laſtly, if irbee a that ſuch warlike termes are uſed by Chriſt 
and his Apoſtks in a ſpiritnall , wee deny it not, but we delire that the uſu- 
all manner of their appſying them may ufo bee conlidered , for Paw/(aith, 
t Cor.g.

And when NI IADINE , 2 Cor.no. he doth not draw them 
out againk the $ of brethren, againſt high thoughts and imagina- 
tionsgc. And it Mr. Wheelwright had found out any ſuch us,and planted 


his battery againſt them by ſound Arpurnents, he had fol! our Apoſtolike 
rule ; © Chriſt indeed threatneth to fight againſt the Nicholakains with the 


ſword of his mouth,and if Mr.Whee/wright had known any ſuch here,as certain- 
ly as Chrilt knew thoſe, he might have been juſtifed by theexample, otherwiſe 
nor. 

Therefore to conclade , fecing there bee of thoſe who difſent from Mr. 
Wheelwr. his do&rines,who have denied themſelves for the love of Chriſt as far 


as he hath done, and will bee ready, (by Gods grace) to doe and faffer for rhe 
fake of Chriſt, and the honour of tree-Grace, as much as himſfe; for ſach to' 


be publikely defamed, and eld forth as cnemics to the Lord Jefir, and perſc”

Mittris Hutchiſon being baniſhed and confined,rtill the ſeaſon of the yeer _ 
bee fit, and ſafe for her departure; ſhee thought it now needleſſe to conceale 
(elfany longer, neither would Satan loſe the opportunity of making choyce of 
(o fit an inltcument, ſo long as any hope remained to attain his miſchievous end 
in darkning the ſaving truth of the Lord ſefus, anddiſtarbing the peace of his 
Churches, Therfore ſhebegan now to diſcover al her mind to ſuch as came wheer 
{o that her opinions came abroad, and began to take place among her old diſc 
ples, and now ſome of them raiſed up queſtions about the immortality of the 
ſ>ule, about the reſurre&ion, about the morality of the Sabbath, and divers o-- 
chers,which the Elders finding to _ to appeare in ſome of their Churches, 
they took much pains (both in publick and privateJto hopper, and following 
the ſent from onete another, the tootes all was found to bee in Miſtris Hreb;- 
ſon; whereupon they reſorted to her many times, labouring to convince her,bur- 
in vain; yet they relorted to her ſtil, to the end they might either reclaime her 
from hererrors,or that they might beare witneſle againſt them if occafion were:

(with leave of the Magiltrates,becauſe ſhee was a priſoner) ſent for her to appeare 
upon a Lefture day, being the 15. of the firſt moneth,and t the were at her 
own houſe in the Town ,yetſhe came not into the aftrbly ril! the Sermoniand 
Prayer wereended,(pretending bodily _— when (hee was come,one of the 
ruling Elders called her forth before the Aſſembly, (which was very great fronf 
all the parts of the Connrry ) and telling her the cauſe why the Charch had cal- 
led her,read the (everall s,which were as followeth. .

(h:wing his zeale again(t her errors,whereupon thee asked for what error (he had 
b:en baniſbed, profeſſing withall chat ſhee-held rone of theſe rhings ſhee was now 
charged with, before her impriſonment ; (ſuppoiing that whatſoever ſhould bee 
found amilſe,would bee imputed to that, but it was anſwered as the truth was,

Phariſecs,vho ſaid that Chriſt had a devill, becauſe that Abrabam were dead 
and the Prophets, and yet hee had faid,that thoſe which eace his fe(h;ſhouſd ne- 
ver dye, not taking the {peech in the true meaning, fo did hee (ſaid ſhee) who 
brought that argument,fovit is ſaid there, they ſhould bee like the Angels Ace, 
The Elders of Boſton finding her thus obitinace, propounded to the Church for 
an admonicion — her, to which all che Church conſented, excepetwo 
of her ſons,who they perſiſted ro defend her, were und:r admonition al- 
ſo.Mr.Cotton gave the admonition& firitto her ſons, laying it ſadly upon them, 
that they would give ſuch way to their natural] afie&tion, as for preſerving her 
honourghey (bould make a breach upon the honour of Chriit, and upon their 
Covenant with the Church, and withall reare the very bowels of their ſoule,by 
hardning her in her fin : In this admonition to heryfirſt, hee remembred her of 
o_—_ way (hee was in at herfirſt comming, in helping to diſcover to divers, 

alſc bottom they ſtood upon, in truſting to legal] works without Chriſt, 
then he ſhewed her,how by falling into theſe groſſe and fundamental errors,ſhe 
had loſt the honourof her former ſervice, and done more wrong to Chriſt and 
his Charch,then formerly ſhee had done good, and fo laid her into her con(ci- 
ence with much zeale and ſolemnity, hee admoniſhed heralſo of the height of | 
fpiritzthen he (pake to the (ifters of the Church,and adviſed them to take heed of 
her opinions,and to with-told all countenance and reſpefts from her, leit they 
ſhould harden her in herlin: {0 ſhe was diſmiſſed and appointed to.appeare'again 
that day ſevennighr, | 

The Court had ordered that ſhee. ſhould return to Roxbury again, but upon 
intimation that her ſpirit began to fall, hee was permitted -to remain at Mr, 


Certons houſe ( where Davenpert was alſo kept) who before hernext appearing, 
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did both take mach with her, and prevailed ſo far,that ſbee did ackriow- 
ledge her errour in all the Articles ( except the laſt ) and accordingly ſhee wrote 
down her anſwers to them all, when the day came, and ſhee was called forth 
and the Articles rea1 again to. her, ſhee delivered in her anfwersin writing, 
which were alſo read, and being then _ to ſpeake to the Congregation 
for their further ſatisfaQtion, ſheedid acknowledge that ſhee had greatly erred, 
andchat God had left her to her (elfe herein, becauſe thee had ſa much under- 
natured his Ordinances, both in (lighting the Ma at the Court, and al- 
ſo the Elders of the Church, and confeſſed that when ſhee- was at the Courr, 
ſhee looked only at (uch failings asſhee apprehended in the Magiſtrates Procee- 
dings, without having regard to the place they were in, and that the ſpeeches 
(hee then uſed about her revelations were raſh, and withoue grotind, and ſhee 
delired te prayers of the Church for her. | 

Thus farce (hee went On well, andthe Alembly conceived hope of her re- 
atance, but in her anſwers to the ſeverall articles, ſhee gave no facisfaRtion, 
uſe in diverſe of them ſhee anſwered by circumlocutions, and ſeemed to lay 
all the faults in her expreſſions, which occaſioned ſome of the Elders to deſire 
ſh2e migmoetts her ſelf more cleerly, and for thaPever (hee was demanded 
aboug the Article, wherher (hee were not, or had not been of thatjudgement, 
that there is no inherenc righteoulneſſe in the Saints; bar thoſe gittsand gre 
ces which are aſcribed to them that are onely in Chriſt az the ſubje? 10v 
ſhee anſwered, that ſhee was never of that judgement, howſoever by. her ex- 
p:eſions ſhee might ſeem to bee ſo , and this ſhee affirmed with ſuch confidence 
a3 bred great aſtoniſhment. in many, who had known the contrary, and diverſe 
alledged her owne ſayings and ceaſonings, both' before her confinement” and 
ſince, which did manifeſt ro a!l chat were that (bee knew chat ſheſpake 
auncruth, for ic was proved that (hee had that in 1/aiab 53. By bis 
knowledge (hall my righteous ſervant juſtifie many z which had maintain= 
ed to bee meant of a knowledge in Chriſt, and not in us; fo. likewiſe that in 
Glatiant, I live by the faith of the Sonne of God,which ſhee ſaid was the faith 
of Chriit, and ootany ich inherent in ns; alſo, that ſh:e had maintai 
that Chriit is our fanRikcation inthe ſame ſort that hee is ourjaſtification; 
that (hee. ha1 aid, that ſhee would not for grace, but for Chriſt, and 
that (when (hee had been with diverſe Scriptures, which ſpake of waſh- 
ing and creating anew heart, and writing the Law in the heart,&c.)  ſhee had 
denyed, that they did mean any anRification in us : There were Wo= 
men alſo with whom ſbee had dealt about the ſame point, who (iftheir mode- 
i ; hid not retrain:d them). would have borne wigneſſe againſt her herein, (as 
theraſelves after confelſed ) wherefore the Elders preſſed her very to 
remember her ſelfe, and not to ſtand (o obitinately ro maintain {ſo an 
untruth,. but (hee was deafe of that care, and would notacknowledge that ſhee 
bad been atany time of ——— — her expreſhons werez Then 
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Mer. Cotton told the Afſembly, that whereas ſhee had been formerly dealt with for 
watter of do&trine,he had ( according tothe duty of his place” being the teacher 
ofthat Church )proceeded againſt unto admonition, but now the caſe being al 
tcred,and ſhee being in queſtion for maintaining ofuntruth, 'which is matterof

ſhee heard this moved in her behalfe, that ſhee might have a further reſpite, yet 
ſhee her (elte never defired it: ſo the Pattor went on, nd on os en ny the 
Charch, to know whether they were alt agreed, that ſhee ſhould beecalt out, and 
a full conſent appearing (aſter the ſtall manner) by their filence, after a eon- 
venient pauſe hee procceded,and denounced the ſerrence of excommunication a-

Ow if a husband or wife be found gnilrey of any thoſe crimes, 

which by the law conſenſ# are made cauſes of divorce,tis manifeſt 
that ſuch a man cannot be the bead, and preierver of his wife, nor ſuch 
a woman be a meet help to her husband, as the divine law in true 
wedlock requires; for theſe faults are a either by death, or de- 
portation , or extrcam infamy , which are diretly oppoſice to the 
covnant of mariage, If they delerve-death, as adulcery and the like, 
doubrles Gd would not that any ſhould live in wedlock withthem 
whom he-would not Have to live ar all. Or it it benotdeath, but the 
incurring of notorious infamy,ccreain it is neither jult, nor expedient, 
nor meer, that an honeſt man ſhouid be coup!'d wich aninfamous wo- 
man; nor an hone't matron with anintamous man. The wiſe Roman 
Princeshad ſo great regard to theequal honuur of either wedded per- 
ſon, thar they counted thoſe mariages of no force which were made 
berweenthe one of good repure,and rheother ofevill note. How much 
more will all hon«t we nh Chriſtian expedience and comlines be- 
ſecm & concern thoſe who are ſet free and dignity'd in Chriſt, then it 
couid the Roman Semate,vr thir ſons for whb that law was provided. 

Andthis all god!y men will ſoon'apprehend, that hz who ouphr to 
be the heada'nd preherver not only of his wife, hurt alſo of his children 
and family, as Chriſt is ofhis Church, had need be one of honeſt name : 
fo likewiſe the wife which is to be the meer help of an honeſt and 
man, the. mother of an honeſt off- (pring and family, the glory" of the 
man, ev'aas the man isthe glory of Chriſt, ſhoyld not be tainted wich, 
ignominy ; as 1icicher of them can avoid to be, having bin juſtly ap- 
puny of thoſe forenameg crimes; and thcrfore cannot be worthy to 

old thir place in a Chriſtian fawily : yea they themſelvs, turn our 
themſclys and difſoly that holy coynant. And they who are truebre- 
thoey and fiſters in the Lord, areno more in bondage t6 fach violacers 
OT MATIAKgEc., 

Burtheer the Patrons of wickednes and diffolvers of Chriſtian diſci- 
Pine will objeR, that jt is the part of man and wite ro bear one ano- 
thers crolſe, whether in calamitic, or infamy , that they mighr gain 
each other, if nor tq a good name, yet to repentance and amendment. 
Byt they who thus obj-&, ſeek the impunity of wickednes, andthe fa- 
veur of wicked men, not the duties of true charity ; which Fre

public honeſty betore private intereſt; and had rather the remedies of 
wholſom puniſhment appointed by God ſhould be in uſe, then that by 
remiſneſs the licence ot evil doing ſhould encreaſe, For it they who by 
committing ſuch offences, have made yotd the holy knore of maxiage, 
be capable of repentance, they willbe ſooner mov'd when due puniſh- 
ment isexecuted on them; then when it is remitted, 

Wee mult ever beware, lelt, iy contriving, what will be beſt far the 
ſouls health of delinquenes, wee wake our felys waſcr am diſcyeeter 
then God. He that religiouſly waighs his oracles concerning mariage, 
cannot doubr that they who have commirced the foreſaid cranſgreſſi- 
ons, have loſt the right of matrimgnp, and are unworthy to hold thir 
dignity in an honeſt aad Chriſtian family, _ . | 

Bur if any husband or witeyſce luch fignes of repentance in thir 
rranſgreſſor, as that they doubr not to regain them, by continuing with 
them, and parcaking of thir miſcrics and atraintures, they may be left 
to chir own hopes, and thix own miad, ſaving everrhe right of Church 
and Common-wealth, that ic receav no ſcandalby the neglet of due 
ſ-verity, and thir children no harm by this invitazzvn to licence, and 
want of good education. \ - | 

From all theſe conſiderations, if they be thought on, as in the pre- 
ſence of God, and out of his Word, any one may pcrceav, who deſires 
to derermune of theſe things by the Scripture, that thoſe cauſes of law- 
full divarce, which the moſt religipus Experours Theodofixg and _ 
lentihian fer forth inthe forecited lace, are according to the law of 
God, and the prime inſtiturion off mariage. And were ſtill mare and 
more ſtraitn'd, as the Church and State of the Empire ftill more aud more 
corrupted and degtterargd. Therfore pious Princes & Common-wealths 
bothflay andoaght eſtabliſh them again, if they have a mind to xe- 
ſtorethe honour, ſan&irie, and religion of holy wedlock to thir peo- 
' ple, and diſcineangle niany conſcienees from amiſcrable and perilous 
condition, to a chaſte and honeſt life. 

To thoſe recited cauſes wherforea wife might ſend a divorceto her 
husband, Fwſtitian added fourg more, Conſtit, 117, And foure more, 
for which a mat! might pat awiy his wife. Three. qther cauſes were 
added in the Code derepudiis L Fubrmus. All which caulcsare io cleerly 
contrary to the firſt intent of mariage, that they plzinly dillol ic, / 
ſet them not aw y- eaſe aby found in the body of thi civil Lay, 

[t was permi oby jan Emperours, that they who wou'd 
divorce by tnutuall con gh: without impediment. Or if there 
were any diffientty at alt in jt, the law expreſſes the reaſgp, that, was on!) 
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in favour of the child/en, ſo that if there were nome, the low of thoſe godly Fu. 
per ors made no other diffienly of a divoree by conſent. Or if any were mind- 
cd without contentot the other to divorce, and without thote caules 
which bavebin nam'd, the Chriſtian Emperourslaid no ether paniſh- 
ment upon them;then chacthe husband wrongjiully divorcing 13 wite 
ſbould give back her dowry, and the ule of that which was call'd Do. 
nat6o proprer meptias ; or if there were no dowry nor no donation, that 
he ſhould then give her the fourth part of his goods, The like penalty 
was inflitted on the witedep-riing wichout juſt cauſe.

pertorm the neceflary duties of wedlock rolerably, Bur hee who will 
not dwell with herhusbarnd, 1s nor put away by him, but goes of her 
{elf ; and ſh:e who denics ro be a meer help, or to be (o, hath made her 
(elt unfit by open miſd- meanours, or through incurable impotencies 
cannort be able, is not by the law of God to be eſtecm'd a wife ; a4 hath 
bin ſhewn both from rhe firfſtinſtiturion, and other places of Scripture, 
Neither cert«inly would che Phariſes propound a queſtion concerning 
ſuch an unconjugall wife , for thir depravation of the law bad brought 
thery to that paſſe, as to think a man bad rigbt is put away his wife for any 
cauſe, thourhb —_ ſlight. Since therfore it is manifcſt that Chriſtans 
ſwer'd the Phariſes concerning a fit and mcet wite according to the 
law of God, whom he forbid to divorce for any cauſe bur fornication. 
Who ſces not that ir is a wickednes {o to wreſt and extend that an- 
{wer of his, as if it forbad codivorce her who hath already forſak* 
or hach loſt the place and dignitic of a wife by defervedintamy, or 
wadertak'n ro be that which (kehath not naturall ability to be, 

This truth is ſo powerfull that it hath mov'd che Papiſts togrant 
their kind of divorce for other cauſes befdes adu lery, as for ill uſage, 
and che not performing of conjugal dutiez and to feparace from bed 
and board for theſe cauſes, which is as much divarce, as they grant 
for adultery. 

Bur ſome perhaps will obje, that though it be yeilded, rhat, our 
Lord granted divorcenot only for adultery , yet it is not certain that 
he permitted mariage after divorce, unlefſe for that only cauſe, I an- 
{wer, firſt, that the ſentence of divorce, and ſecond mariage, is oneand 
the ſame, So that when the right of divorce is evinc'r to __ not 
only to the cauſe of fornication, the power of ſecond matiage is wif 
prov'd to be not limited to that cauſe only ; and chat moſt evidently, 
when as the holy Ghoſt, 1 Cor, 7, fo frees the deſerted party from 
bondoge, as that he may not only ſcnd a juſt divoteein cal of deſerth 
on, but may ſeek anvther marriage, | E7 

Laitly, Seeing God will not that any ſhould live in danger of for- 
pication aodutter ruine for the default of another, and hath commpn» 
ded the husband to fend away with a bill of divorce 'her whom he 
could nor love, itis impoſſible thar the charge of adnſrery ſhiculdbe* 
lorg to him who for lawfull cauſes divorces and marries, ot co'ber 
who marries after ſhe hath-bin unjuſtly rejefted ,'or to hitn whorre- 
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ceays her withont all frand to the former wedlock. For this were a 
horrid blaſphemy againſt God, ſo to interprer his words, as to make 
bim difſen: trom himſelt ; four who ſees nota flac contradidion in this, 
tocnthral! blameles men and women to mifcri-sand injuries , under 
a falte and foothing ritle of mariage, and yerro declare by his Apoſt'e 
thac a brother or ſiſters nor under ge ia luch cales. No leffe doe 
theſe two things conflit with themiclvg, to enforce the innocent and 
faultles to cndure the pain and miſery f4 nothers perverſnes, or cls 
tolive in unavoidable remptation ; and co affirm elſwhere that he lays 
on no man the burden oFanother mans fin, nor doth conftrainany man 
tothe endangering of his ſoul.

And who knows not that chaſtity and purenes of life, can never be 
reſtor'd, or continu'd in the Common-wealth, unlefſe it be firſt eſta- 
bliſkt in private houſes, from whence che whole breed of men is to 
come forth.

% V ef. A 7 >—xs in generall is a folemn agreement of two 
or more parties, engaging themiclves to the mutuall pertormance of cer» 
taine dutics one to another, upon cecaine grounds and conditions, 
Q_ Are all ſuch agreements of the ſame nature ? 
| - A, No; for we find in Gods Word three kinds of Covenant, whereof 
the firſt is meorly civsll, with man alone; about certaine outward duries, 
murually and reciprocally to be performed by one ro another;of which we 
find many cxamples berwecn Abraham and Abimelech,Gen. 21. 27, [acob 
and Leber, Gen. 31, 44: Tofona and the Gibeonites, Tol. 9. 15. and others. 
The ſecond kind is weerly ſpiritzall, with God alone, promiſing obedi- 
ence to his Will in allchings. And chough this Covenant be made by eve- 
ry child's Godin his Circumcifion, or Baptiſme, yet it may afterwards 
certaine occaſions be renewed in a more ſolemne manner, to tye us 
Liſter to it ; of which we have an example in Hezeki«b, 2 Chr. 29. 
19, and in [ofiab, 2 Chr. 34. 31.. The third kind is mixed with God and 
man, promiſing cerraine duties to both.

So no Magiſtrate can free us from our duty to fer 
our ſelves againſt all, that may hinder the puriry and power of Re 
ligion ; or to free us from our Repentance, and Reformation which we 
have promiſed. Our duty inſuch a caſe is racher to ſuffer, and to undergoe 
all danger and puniſhments, then to forſake our Covenant, Men may be 
deceived in their humane policy, bat Gods Word cannot deceive us,which 
is the Truth. 

Q. YVhich « the third quzre ? 

A. When a Covcnant is taken by a whole Body of a Nation or Con- 
gregation, wherher every one is bound toit that belongeth to this Nation 
or ongreqation, though he hath not ſworne Perſonally, or 4 a kind of 
recall or verball elufion and equivocation laboured to put it off? 

Q. VV hat « the anſwer herewnts ? 

A. We anſwer, 1. Yes, that every one is bound to it, becauſe it is an 
Oath of the Body, which freeth no particulac member from it, unlefle he 
ceaſe to be a member, 2 Chron. 34. 32. Nay, it doth bind thoſe tha are ab- 
ſent; therefore [onarber was taken after the breach of ir, 1 Sam. 14. 42, It 
doth bind our yery ity; an example in lo/bua's Covenant wich the 
Gibeonites, broken by Sl, and puniſhed in his children, 2 Sam. 21. 6. 
much more doth ic bind the living,though abſent, or deceirfully preſent.

It feemerh a» 
g1in not lawful, at leaſt nor convenient to force men to luch a duty, whereunto 
the Freedome of will guided by the laſt diftare of the underſtanding is neceſ- 
farily required, if it ſhall be a mans proper a&tion : much lefſe to foice men to a 
dutic of pietie,as an oath is, an invocation of God to be our witneſſe and judge,

Weealfo have raken and cheriſted 
wives, I ſay not ovely Papiſts in our beds, but firange wives in our Church, I- 
dolatrie and ſuperſtitions: in our ſtare, illegall wayes of oppreſſion, and bring. 
ing in an arbicrary government ; range wives in Citie, Countrie, Univaghies, 
our families, perſons, hearts, millions of firange wives &c. 2. For judgements 
inflifted or threatn:d, Is nox Gods hand frerched our againſt us, and we ſuffer 
as much in our budies, eltares, liberties, as thoſe, Neh,9.36 27. 3+For mercies 
yeceived ; not onely that we are not yer wholly conſumed, L 2-9. 3.22, bur that 
God hath preſerved us hicher:o in the enjoying of his truch againſt ſuch infinite 
oppolitions ; hath fo often diſappointed the plots of our adveriarics ; bleſt the 
endeavours of Parliament ; the Armics,hopes, prayers of his people, with ſuch 
ſucceſſes, deliverances, victories, and continueth fill b:s bleſſing tous.

Theſe perſons 
have not onely power and right, but are bound and obliged thus to unite and 
knit themſelves together for their muruall preſervation : 1n aſmuch as the care of 
the publick good belonecth tothe body. and to thoſe that are <!& Kingdomef 

es, cares. tongues, hayds ; the Nobles. Knights. Minifters, Commons. Whet 

od made a Covenant with the people, he called not 'onely for Afoſer, but for 
Aaron and his ſonnes, and 70. of the Elders of ſacl, the repreſentative body 
| ofthe Stare, Exxod.24.1. In Nehemiah's Covenant, Princes, Priefts, People, 
Neb.9+38.

nue in this worke, notwithſtanding all oppoſiticns and difec ;

berties, lives in this quarrell, ſo thac nothing is too deare ro them! for the 
common good ; the little appearance of any private by-end, ot by»reſpeR, 
that they could aime at, proportionable to their paines. charges, dangers, 
which now they undergoe.

Q. which x the third Ground ? 

A. Ir is token from the impul foe cauſe * calling to mind, 1. the tres 
cherous and bloody plots, attempts and prattiſes A the earnnes of God + 
gant the true Religion and prof ſſours ther. of, in all places, eſpecially in 
theſ« three kh ingdomes, ener ſince the Reformation of K-l'gion. Remember 
the 26, or 28, Plots in Queen Elizaberhs dayes; many piots in K. Lemes 
his dayes, and che Popiſh Gun-powder Treaſon above all ; divers plots in 
this Kings time og 1inlt Religion and Liberte; the plers a little before , and 
during this Parliainent,fo man»,cunning hainous,cloſe, dangerous neere the 
execution, that they doe paral'el, if not fur noun, all former plocs, conſpira» 
cies and treaſons of former times, though by Gods mercy all diſcovered and 
diſ1ppoinced. The fnare is broken, and wee are delivered. Bleſſed br &c, 
Pſal.124.7.

Richard 3. and vcher King. c-nes, as the Annals and Hiſtories doe clearly 
manitelt. 2. According to the Example of Gods people in other Nations ; 
nay, even ſince the Reformation ; Wurneſſe the SMmalcaldian Covenant or 
League of the firſt P.oteſtant Princes again(t Charles chr 5.Em,crorySleidar, 
The League of Proteſtants in Fraxce oft renewed.

Great conſultations abour, great wiſdorne uſed in it, a great denle 
of preparation cowards it, Theſe now are (ufficient grounds for the lawful» 
neſſe and necefſhrie of this our Covenant. 

Q. What ir the Q u9modo or Manner of taking this our Covenant ? 

A. In the manner of taking this our Covenant, we muſt obſerve the in- 
ward or incernall, and tl:c omrvard or externall forme of it.

Q . What doe we deglare in the Conclufion ? 

A. Foure chings are obſeryable in it, Our Humiliation, Reformation, 
Adiuration, Supplication. 

Q, What meane you firft by onr Humili»tion ? 

A. Becauſe theſe K ngdomes are guilty of many Funes, and provecations 
aga nſt God. aud his Sunne Teſs Chriſt, a« is too manifeſt by our preſent d+- 
ſtreſſes and d1ng-r5, the fru'ts thereof : We profeſſe and declare before God 
and the wor'd our wnfergned defire to be humbled for our Innes. 

I. In Generall. and that partly for our owne Fares, becauſe till our finnes 
be taken away , G«d will not admit us imto his Covenant Efa.1.16. The * 
] wes firlt ſeparated chemſelves from their range wives, Neb.yg 2. and then 
entred into» n Covenant wer 728. 

Partl» for the ſfunes of theſe Kingdomes, our Nationall finmes; elſe we »re 
unfic co m1ke 4 ntionall Covenant, So did Hezckiab, 2 Chron. 39.15.15« 
20, and Tofiat, 2 Chron.34 3.4-31 . cfpecrlly ſeeing we all concribare to the 
common (1:ck of nationall fing-s. and make our felves onilie of other mens 
lanes and plagues, if we doe noc hinder _ mourne fos them, 4 
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Da. 5.22 wheras private mourners for publick evils are marked Feet. 

I. In particalar, for divers branches of Nationall and perſonall finng, 
and more eſpeciallv. 1. That we have not, 4s we onght, valued the ine timg- 
ble ben: fit of the Goſpel, We grew weary, had two much of it, preferred 
our caſe and eltates betore it, began to corrupt and onnoſe jr » like the Gadg» 
rent, Luk. 8.347. young man. Math. 19.22. Jewes, Atts 17.5. High Prieſts, 
Aft. 4.2 3.49. 2 That we have not labonred for the prritie and power there- 
of. Many of us were as thole, 2 Tims. 3.5. It was indifferent to us, whether 
we had the Goſpell at all, at leaſt in puricie and power: we begin to hate 
pure. powerfull preaching. Am. 5.10. Jer. x. 20.31. had iching exres,2 7 im, 

3-Eſa.20.10. 3-That we have not endeaumured to receive Chriſt into ow 
Crna perhaps in our eares,or tongues. Many like thoſe Aſath. 7.22. 
Exech.3.31. Few like Lydia, Aft.16.14 4 That we have not walked 
worthy of him in our [rves. We were moſt part Chriſtians by profeſſion, but 
did ſhew little of Chriſt in our converſation. The Papiſts could caſt ir in 
our teeth, nay the Atheiſts ; Thele are our profeſſours, that boaſt ſo much of 
faith, ſhew me thy faith,ec. [am.2.18. g. Beſides many other ſinnes and 
tranſgreſſions, which did ſo much abound among ſt us. If men doe not priſe 
the Goſpelt , and receive Chriſt into their hearts, they will be apt to fall into 
any ſinne; becauſe nothing will or can keep them in awe, or reſtraine from 
finne, Eph.4.18.19.

Q _. What meane you ſecondly by our Reformation ? 

A. We doe profeſie and declare before God and the world, to amend oy 
tives, and that in a twofold reſpeRt. 1. For owr ſelves, in our owne perſons, 
where we engaove our ſelves to a true and fincere reformation in every parti» 
cular marke and figne of it : rodoe it firſt, throwghly and generally, in all 
duties we owe to God avid man, without picking and chufing, Pſal.1 19.6. 
#hil: 4.8. and good reaſon for it, becauſe Jam,2.10, Here the ruler failed, 
Luk,18.22, 2.Conſtantly and every where, in publick and in private Some 
will be conformable in publick, bur doe nothing in private, like thoſe, 
Matth, 6.1.1 5,16, others will doe ſomething at home, bur are aſhamed or 
afraid of it abroad ; Nicodenwſſes or like to loſeph of Arimarhea, 1oh,19, 
38, whereas we ſhould be like /oſhxa, Joſ,24.1 5, or like David, who fer» 
ved God in publike, Pſal,119.46. 2 Sam, 6.20, and in private, Pſal,53.6 
3» Earneſtly and 1ealouſly, each one to goe before another in the example of a 
reall Reformation, to beringleaders to pietic, x Cor,r1.x. not tyred jades, 
or Beares drawne to the flake, but running, Pſal,1 19,32 Þhil.3,14. Math. 
11,12,to give example to others Miniſters, 1 75» 4.12, All Chriſtians,

1.,to, [aml,1z, Where you have moſt 
rewils, there you muſt be mcſt achve : what you did drowſily, you muſt 
now doe cheerefully ; where you GI an ill example, you mult give 
good example : where you have enciced others to finne, you muſt provoke

2, For all others, that are under owr power and charge, to ſee them hike- 
wiſe contormable in the duties promiſed to the Covenane, Good reaſon for 
i, bccauſe God hath commirted their ſoules as well co you, as their bodies, 
F ph,6.4.Gen.18,19, Youmutt give an account for them at the laſt day, No 
Miniſter hath a greater charge lying upon him 1n regard of his people, then

Q_, What mean: you thirdly by owr adjuration? 

A, We doe adjure and bindour felyes tothe true and reall performance 
of theſe duties, profeſſing and declaring publikely, that we make thes Cove» 
n.mt in the preſonce of Almighty God the ſearcher of all he arts, with a true 
in'ention to performe the ſam? as we ſhall anſwer, at that day, when the ſe- 
erets of all hearts ſhall be diſcloſed. This is the curſe we bind our felves un» 
to in this Covenant, The Lord of heaven be mercifull to all, that have ta» 
ken, or ſhall take this Covenant, to remember theſe words for evermore,

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ſuceeſſe, 44 may be deliverance and p42 to his people, and encouragement to 
01her Chriſtian Churches groaning under, or in danger of the yoke of Anti» 
chriſtian tyrannie, to joyne in the ſame, or like Aſſociation and Covenant, to 
the glory  f God. the enlargement of the kingdome of Ieſws Chriſt, and the 
Peace and tranquilitie of Chriſtian kingdomes and Commor-wealths. 
Wich end the L-rd grant we may obtaine, 

Q . Which the outward forme of taking this Covenant ? 

ef. It isto be manifeſted by /rfting up 3 right hand bare, and by ſub- 
ſcribing our names to the Covenant. How fignincan: the lifting up of hands 
is, we have explained above ; and this indeed is the outward igne and argu» 
ment of theoath. The ſubſcription doch ſhew, that we have taken che oach 
truly and willingly. And thus it w:s uſed,Neh.g 38. which will be an e« 
vidence againſt us, if we breake it, By lifting up of our hands we ſweare to 
Almighty God z nd by ſubſcribing we doe profefſe and declare, that we 
have iworne, and intend to keepe ue, All diſſembling, equivocations, and 
eluſons are hereby cur off. 

Q. nthe laſt place what are the ') ueries and queſtions obout or againſt 
this our Covenant ? 

A. Many queſtions and objeRions are made againſt ir. whereof ſome 
are of no conſequence, others molt f Ily anſwered by the Aſſenibly of Di» 
vines in their Exhartation, to which I doe referre you, Oaely to yive you 
further conten:, lec us conſider ſome tew of them. 

Q« Which « the firſt quare ? 

A. Whether this our Covenant doe not crofſe the oathes of Supremacie 
and Allegiance ? 

Q. What u the anſwer to it ? | 

A, No : it dath noc crofſe, but rather etabliſh them : becauſe by this Co» 
venant we are bound to preſerve the Kings Majeſties perſon and Authorite, 
in the preſervation of the true Religion, and Liberties of the kingdomes. 
This appeareth more particularly, 1.In the oarh of ſupremacie, which is 
confirmed by the Covenant, inaſmuch as by it we doe aſcr1be and reſtore to 
the Kings Authoritie, the P.,wer of governing and reformiag the Church ac- 
cording to Gods word, which power the Biſhops had denied and ftolne 
trom ine King, by maintaining their Epiſcopa]l Dioceſan power to be jure 
divins, contrary to the knowne lawes of the Kingdoime, + 2.In the Oath of 
— which is likewiſe confirmed by this Covenant. binding us to 
preſerve the Authoricie of the King,which lawleſſe Rebels, unfaichfull Coun- 
ſcllours. bloudy T raitours, and godlcfſc Papiſts ſought to deprive his Maje- 
fix of, and to tranſlate it into the hands of lome few ill-deſpoſed Ae 
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In one word, this Covenant doth bi 3) prejudice the oathes of Suprems- 
cie and Allegiance, then the Proteſt ation we tooke heretofore, whereof this 
Covenant is but an Explication and Confirmation. 

Q_ Which i the ſecond Quazre ? 

A. Whar need was then of the Covenant, when it is the ſame with the 
Proteſtation ? 

Q. What may be anſwered hereunto ? 

A. The Aſſembly anſwereth thus : There is nothing almoſt in this Co« 
venant. which was not for ſubſtance either expreſſed, or manifeſtly included 
in the Proteſtation,&c, But the infull neglett of it, doth, as we may juſtly 
feare, open one flondg ate more to let in al theſe cal amities wpon the K mg- 
dome, aud caſt upon it a neceſſitie of renewing that Covenant, and entring in- 
ro this, Give me leaveto adde one thing more, that though the Proteſtati- 
on and Covenant be of the ſame ſubſtance, yer is this Covenant in ſome re- 
ſpe&s of more weight and conſequence, and doth bind us more firmely to 
the obſervance of thoſe duties. 1. In regard of the perſons that take it: The 
Proteſtation was taken by Exgland onely : The Covenant in the three 
Kingdoms. 2-In regard of the matter: what the Proteſtation did expreſs more 
generally, this Coyenant doth more particularly, eſpecially in the point of 
Church-governrent,&c. 2.In regard of the end + The Proteſtation did u« 
nite us all together in this Kingdome : but this Covenant doth unite three 
Kingdomes together ; Now a threefold cord is not eaſily broken,Eccleſ.q. 12. 
4. In regard of ti1me : The Proteftation was taken, before _ brake 
out into _ warres, where Biſhops, Prelates, Malignants, Newrers; all 
made no ſcruple to take,and to breake ir. But now times are altered, the 
breach is greater, much blood is fpile, mens affeRtions are divided, Religion 
and Liberty is in more danger, the State mult be ſure of mens diſpoſitions, 
whom totruſt and confide in, left ſecret Malignants doe more hurt by un- 
dermining then open enemies by aſſaulting. This therfore is Great Briraines 
Shibboleth ; whoſoever can or will not pronounce it, is an Ephraemure, and 
muſt looke for his reward, «412.6... 

Q. Which « the third Q uzre? 

A. The Proteſt ation, they ſay, was taken by the Kings conivence and 
penerall permifficn, but not fo the Covenant, which is commanded without, 
nay. againſt the Kings conſent. Ergo, unlawful. FI 

Q. What is the anſwer hereof ? \ # 

A. The Aſſembly anſwereth moſt fully and fatisfaQorily, ro ny ratio- 
nable man. 1. That it is no new thing for a State oy people to enter into 4 


Covenant without their Princes conſent. Ezra and Nehemiah dd N_ 
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the Kings of Perſia conſent, though they were no ſuch free ſubjefts, ar we 
are by Gods bleſſing, Ezra 10.3. Neh. 9.38. The States of Holland entred 
into ſuch a Covrnant without, nay, againſt their Prince the King of Spaine, 
which League was conntenanced, Ended, and approved of by onr King « 
lawfull, and the wnited Provinces accounted Free Sates, Onr King by his 
expedition for Rochel doth confirme the ſame, 2.T he Scottiſh Covenant wa 
taken without, nay, againſt the Kings conſent, and made ſo odious to bi 
Majeſty, that he ſought by force of armes to diſſolve and ſuppreſſe it + bue 
when his Majeſtic was rightly informed of it, Peace was made ,onr Brethrey 
the Scots cleared from all aſperſion of rebellion by an aft of Parlianext, 
publikely read in all Churches, and the Covenant ſtill in force. Why (hall 
not we the like bleſſing from Gad, and favour from the King,in Gods 
due tine, Ling our Covenant is the fame in ſubltance with the Scottiſh 
Covenant, and we of the ſame relation to the King ? But what if I ſhould

Q. What doe we promiſe concerning Scotland ? 

A. Obſerve here diſtinaly. 1. #4, or mattey contained in it : That 
we ſhall ſincerely, really, and conſtantly through the Grace of God gndeavony 
in our ſeveral places and callings, the preſervation of the Reformed Religi- 
on in the Church of Scotland, in Doftrine, worſhip, diſcipline, and Govern 
ment againſt the common enemies : That the Papiſts or Sets doe not 
alter, or hinder or corrupttheir Religion now profeſſed. 2.Quere,or Aſo- 
tive, why we ſhall be bound co it. Reaſons. r. Becauſe they are our bre- 
thren, in civill reſpeR, living under ons King, fellow ſubjeRts ; and in a 
ſpirituall reſpeR, of vhe ſame Religion. fellow members of Chriſts bodic. 
Eygo,bound to help one another,/oſ.1.14.Neh.4.14.t Cor.t 2.25.2. Becauſe 
they maincaine the ſame truth, againſt the ſame common enemies, who will 
undoubtedly ſer upon us, if they be oyerrun or overcome, 2 Sam.ro.1t.17, 

3-nomodo,or Manner, how wo performe it ; We ſhall nor plot or con. 
rive, joyne or give conſent unto any alteration in their Religion, leſſeen- 
deavour to trouble them in or abourit ; but rather diſcover the Plor, if we 
know it ; hinder the attempr, if we are ablero doe it ; diſapprove of it, if 
we heare any thing concerning it ; help andafſit them, if required to ir, 

4. Quereor Aotive,and queſtion about it. It may be objeRed : I know 
fot what their Religion is ; How can I with a good conſcience defend an 
unknown cauſe. Reaſ, 1.Informe thy ſelfe of it, Ignorance doth not free 
thee from the duty, bur rather doublerh the finne. 2. Thou art required to 
maintain our brethren in the enjoying of the priviledge, which they poſſeſſe 
legally by authoritie of King and Parliament, in regard of their Religion 
and Church-government, which thou art bound to doe for civill reſpeRs, 


| though thou ſhouldeſt pot underfland their Religion. A dutie /oſhxa per- 


formed to the very heathen, the Gibeonites. when they were oppreſſed in 
their lawfull liberties, /oſ.10.6, much more due to our Brethren, 3, We are 
not bound to inaintaine them further then according to Gods word, neither 
doe they defire it. 4-Whatſoever men pretend, they know well what reli- 
gion our brethren profeſſe, or may know it out of their publick Declarati- 
ors.

Q_. What doe we promiſe concerning England and Ireland ? 

A, Obſerve againe, 1.Q uid, or Aſatter contained in it : That we ſhall 
ſincerely, really, conſtantly endeavanring 8&c« the Reformation of Rel:gior:

when his Majeſtic was rightly informed of it, Peace was made ,onr Brethren 
the Scots cleared from all aſperſion of rebellion by an aft of Parliament, 
publikely read in all Churches, and the Covenant ſtill in force. Why (hall 
not we the like bleſſing from God, and favour from the King ,in Gods 
due ciine, ſeeing our Covenant is the ſame in ſubltance with the Scottiſh 
Covenant, and we of the ſame relation to the King ? But whart if I ſhould 
adde to theſe anſwers, that this vur Covenant was not taken without the 
Royall Authority of the King, though ic be condemned by his Perſonall 
command ? For as long as this Parliament of England continueth, the 
Royall Authoricie and Power is arnexcd to it, by yertue of that AR of 
Continuance : ſo that the King of Exg/and in his Power may (till be at 
Weſtminſter, though King Charles in his Perſon bee at Oxford or elſe 


where? Andthis isnor treaſon nor abſurditic to avouch, when we know, 

that the Kings Power and Authoriue is in the Kings Bench, Coun of 

Wards, or any other Court of Jultice, on the Kings Perſon be hun» 
wh 


dreds, nay, thouſands of miles abſcar, A this Power and 
Authoritie be denied to the Supreme and Highefl Court of the Kingdome, 
that is granted to other infctiour Courts under it > And thus much tor our 
Covenant in particular.

Now, what good do theie 
reliques? 2.Antiquitie or toleration doth nor make a thing good or lawfull, 
elſe the Maſle and images were good, becauſe very ancient. 3.1: may bee 
things be not adbolutely finfull,bur burdenſome : if wecan eaſe our ſelves 
from them, why no: ?

did they lay to trapp godly men, ſubſcriprions,ceremonics, booke of ſports 
oaths ex officr0, new oath, &c.

me a fit opportunity, for ia the latter part of that ycare 1635, 1 was afflited 
with gach ſiekneſſe and enforced to betake my fſclte in the Countrey to 
avoid the multiplicity of my acquaintance more then the infirm:acſſ: it ſelf, 
In April 1636, (I bad adicu to ) it was faid by ſom? an4 belceved by 
many, that 1 did it toavvide the plague which that yeare enſued: it wasin 
that yearc,] was firſt acquainted with the dreame of William Laxd the now 
unfortunate Archbiſhop of Canterbury : viz. that in bis greateſt pope, he 
ihould inſtantly finke downe into hell : I doe not remember winediLoie 
he ſhould ever aſcend into Heaven: in its kind, ſome part of this dreame 
hath beene fince veriticd, and he is upon the ſtage to aR the remainder, 


In that ycare 1636. a Lady of unguzſtionable integritic acquainted me with 
this 
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this following Story, viz. that about the yeare 1615, King Zemes then bes 
ing at Hampton Court , this party ſent for a poore dumbe woman to a 
houſe in one of the Molſes ( it was reported this filly woman could by 
ignes predi& many ſtrange things) there was provided purpoſely the pi- 
Qures of King James, Queene «Anne, the Palſgrave and his Lady, the Duks 
of Richmond, Marqueſſe Hamilton, &c. perhaps of ſome others; the 
woman no ſooner entred the roome, and had performed her homely 
complements z but ſhe looked ſcriouſly on every picture, and with great (i- 
lence tooke downe Queene Anxes, and gently laid it under the table, ma- 
king ſignes with her tingers the number of yeares (he (houl4 live, and fo of 
King /ames, the Duke and Marqueſle ; not one of thele exceeded the num- 
ber of ycares by her limited, but died preciſely at the time; ſhe then tooke 
the Palſpraves and the Lady Elzaberhs piftures, and threw them on the 
round, and with her ſtick did nothing but beat the piAures, and when the 
ady rooke them from her, and fer them up againe, ſhe would not ſuffer 
it, but againe fought againſt them and ſet the piRures with their heads up» 
wards, and at laſt tore them all to peeces : ſhe did other poſtures to other 
picures : there came into the roome in this while, a proper young man and 
called her witch, ſhe muttered after her manner, and made f1gnes he ſhould 
be hanged within two yeares and one halfe : and ſo he was, for coining fit 
ver: a young Gentle woman in the roome wept bitterly, but ſhe pointed 
her finger to her breſt. and made ſignes ſhe ſhoald live but five yeares; nor 
did ſhe,but died of a Cancer in her breſt ; ſhe wept forrowtully her owne 
ſelte, and made Hgnes ſhe had but three yearcs to live, nor did (he exceed 
that yroportion : ſhe did by fignes declare divers accidents, and which re- 
ally d1d happen unto this Lady fince my acquaintance; and which this La- 
dy did then tell me inthe yeare 1636. In theyeare 1638, I had frequent 
acceſſe to Londow, by reaton of a vexatious ſuit,of which atter much expence 
of time and money, the moſt honourable Lord Coventry quitted me, for 
which I muſt ever owe to his memorie all deſerved acknowledgment; I 
well remember about that yeare at a PiAture- makers neare Temple barre 
there was for ſome moneths ſpace daily exhibited to publique view three 
pictures in full length, viz. bis Majeſtics now living,the great Welſh Porter, 
and a yeoman of the Guard : his Majeſtics caſually ever in the midſt, Por«

I had in the Conntrey a molt violcat _— fcaver; M* Evay 
of Kingſton adviſcd tolct bload, and after ſome hopes of recovery, he 
tamly adjured me to acquaint him with my private thonghcs of the affiires 
of our State, (for he ſtill doubted my health; ) at:cr a ſhort pauſe, and with 
many ſighes and ſome teares, I let fall theſe words in Latine; Fidebitu vwia

I live ; all this within few yeares ; nor can I tcll you any thing, unleſe 1 
muſt predi& warre and diſtraQion to this unhappy Kingdome: I wellts 
member 8, or 16. daycs bxforetheſe words, I was every balfe hoare mole- 
ſted and awaked out of my fleep, with a moſt horrid ſight of whole comps 
nics of armed troopers palling all along by my houſc : I had no ſoonerre- 
vealed this to M* Evers, but I afterwards ſlept quietly without the leaſt d 
ſturbance cither of (leep or fancy ; Whether my ſpirits at that time were 
more pure, the body being cleanſed of all maddy vapours, 1 forcſaw this a 
in a dreame,or whether my good Angell or Genzws incited thoſe objeftsto 
my intelleR, I leave diſcuſſing : this 1 know, Kingſton after the skirmiſh 
at Brainford, was tull of his Majcſtics forces, and by my houſe paſſed mary 
of his Majcitics Regiments both of horſe and foot,and Prince Rupert multe- 
red his hotſe no very far from my dwclling,&c.and here opportunely 1 have 
occaſion offered to give the honcurable Lord of Andiver bis duc praiſe, that 
during the unruly fouldicrs billeting five nights in our village, he and his 
company lying at my houſe, I ſay, I had noprejudice in the leaſt meaſure in 
any my goods, but moſt nobly protected them, and alſo my tenants cattle: 
for this his ſingular humanity, 1 render him my reſpe&ive thankes, &c. It

He gocth on, and long before hand tels the Brittiſh, that the White King 
peg all his horſes, men, ſhips, and all other various devices 
ſhall be inforced to ſecke aid in f..rraigne parts, whereby its evidently ppi- 
rant, that he cithcr 1ob:ntarily in his diſcretion leaves the Kingdome,oront 

ct tcarc and miltruſt of lus perion, or is in more plaine termes beaten out bf 
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the Nation, the more probable truth :. He ſteeres his fight or j to- 
wards thoſe Countrics that lie Sonth from Britraine to procure ſome aide or 
alliance there, for re«eſtating himſclfe and family : he is faid to procure

intended, is,or was ; Iamfilent as a man that have no- revelations 3. much 
milchicte comes by ſuch particular interpretations : Ohely thus, Eagles 
ſhew a royall regall Family, and Chickens arc Barmel. fe Creatures, during 
their youth, but after they will ſhew of what houſe they are ; this Pale 
eAqwile will prove himſclfs a Cocke of the ,. and when growne to 
yeares, will hew hamfelfe no foole, but a perteR man andlover of the Brit- 
taines, But becauſe I would have none underſtand me A__ I rcll 
them before-hand,the Eagle doth not alwayes ſignifie the Auſtrian Family, 
or houſe of the Emperour or Spaniard, &c.. this Eagle, THeriine thinkes 
maſt come more Northward, viz, he muſt be borne more North then Spaize, 
er many Citics in Germery; &e, The White King and the Chicken of the 
Eagle, for from hence the White King hath a partner in all his afaires, aRi- 
ons and in government, who before time was Soles cam ſola 7-1 ſoy ,they and 
their armed troopes prefently after landing will make all poſliule {;

viz, upon the entrance of theſe ragged troopes of men, the White King 
fhall iſſue cut many ſugred Proclamations, and ſcnd plenty of cunning and 
C.btill Meſſengers round abont the Countricsto publiſh the occalion of his 
comming, prowiſing a generall pardon for all cff:nccs paſt, But my author 
faith, (T nc nikil valebit Mercarins : ) all the White Kings taire words, 
his Embaſſadcurs, his motion fer a treaty, his well penned Letters and Mef. 
ſages, bis many verbal! Prefeſſions and deepe exprellions, will then, I fy, 
wotke nothing in the hearts of the ſtuoborne and wily Brittaines, ten 
thouſand good promiſes will ſcarce procure the love of one man,the 
ſouley, it ſeeincs, 2d formerly been ſo 2:uſcd with dificmbling and 
ble pretences, that now they give no credit to theſe protiaRting devices; 
onely inſtcad of returning anſwere, they Frſt by fiying with fach goods 
they can into places of fatcty, ſccurethoſe and their wives and childrenzper- 
haps,it may be then, that a buſh in Eſſex will be worth a farme in Kew, u 
ſome wiſe men have formerly ſaid, But the men of every Countrey gene- 
rally enraged at this forraigne Armics landing , doe entirely unite their 
forces, (no tricks to makethem at diſcord availing :) The White King he 
ving done much miſchicte in the South, and perceiving a ſtorme is coming, 
that is,how all his people ( Undeg,) aſlemble againſt bim, moreth towards 
the Weſt, but not farre into the Welt, and makes ſome ſtop at orneerc or in 
ſome anticnt City, Towne, or Caſtle by which ſome fairc running Streame 
or River pſſzth: it ſcemes he marcheth in a good poſture, and with atull 
Arwy as the words ( ſno circundatns examine, ) doc import. Neither the 
City cf London,or K ext it (cle if he land there, doe I belceve cither by his 
Army or Forces ſhall be ſubjeRed ; Twnc ( faith the Prophet ) when the 
Brittaincs {ce the White King entring farther into their Countrey, and hea» 
ring of the inhumanitics of the barbarous ſouldicrs ypon the in 
K ent, Surrey, and Suſſex, then ſaith he, they come from all Pack wy pe 
of the Kingdome, and gather themſclves into ſcverall bodies to ſtop his fur» 

ther progreſle, and they (hall have ſeverall principall Commanders, who all 
now unanimouſly concurre for expulſion of their common enemics, and 

theſe Brittiſh forces are ſaid and called the White Kings enemics by our 

Prophet, and ut may be conceived, they arc fo termed by the White King 

himſclfc, The Northerneand Ealt-countrey Armics being now at the time 
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of the White Kings going Weſt ward aſſembled into ons body, they more 
Weſtward ; and the Welterne Army (for they alfo very freely muſter up 
their men and are ready to meet ata place appointed) they more South- 
Eaſt, and ſo by degrees they all ſo m— joyne together, thar at laſt 
they doc inviron and catch, as in a trap, the White King and his whole Ar- 
my,neere or in ſome anticnt Towne,perhaps Fallingford, Kingiton, or Rea- 
day, orif he goe farther, it may be Oxford, Briſtol, Bath, or Saliſbury, but I 
conceive the White King (hall hardly make fo Jong a progrefſs without 
frſt being ſurroanded, 

lt ſeemes battell is preſented by the Brittiſh feyerall times unto the 
White King, and all wayes and ps ges block up, that now the word (- 
viſcabicur ) will take place; for from this populous Army he cannot evade, 
ror yeeld he will ; but what followes, (Twnc 4 fronte) when by no way or 
meanes the White King will be brought out of his place of ſafety (0 ppuyna- 
biwr) they batter downe the workes or wals of the Towne on every ide, 
and furiouſly enter the breaches,deſtroying and killing without any mercy 
thoſe unmercifull and plundering forraigners that had ſo wretchedly abu- 
ſed the poore Ceuntreys all along their march ; during the time of the 
ſouldicrs rage, and while they in their heat purſue from to houſe the 
fying enemy, the unfortunate White =_ amongſt the 1umber of thoſe 
that deſire the prolonging an unhappy life by any ſhifts or meanes, (as in 
his former ations he was [till ſacceſl:leM, fo now in his laſt above all malt 
miſerable) thinking to creepe through one houſe into another, being at laſt 
ſiraightly purſued, and making too much haſte, he caſually comes to un» 
timely end by violence of a fall : which is ſigniticantly expreſſed by (/a%e- 
tar in avram: ) 1 his is the manner of the untimely end of him that ſhall be 
alled the White and Noble King : he ſcemes to be ſtiled Noble for his 
birth, and perhaps for many other Feroicall diſpoſitions in him : however he 
appeares to be extreamecly out of the aff:Qions of his people, but whereup- 
on one ſhould ground a true judgement to diſcover upon what occaſion it 
firſt tooke its riſe, I cannot finde any particle to fatisfic my underitan» 
ding : But to proceed 4 SF" 

Now begins a Comedy, the White King once departed this life, the fury 
of the Nation being prettily ſatisfied ; yet not preſently ; for the word 
Detnd, doth exrefſ: that after ſome expence or expiration of time, (ſome 
Copies cxpreſſ: a yeare and a halfe) and a ſcrious conſultation or debate of 
the States of the Kingdome, whether they ſhall agzine admit of Monarchy, 
by reaſon of the gencrall hatred the people - to the White King (fo _ 
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here appcares an extreme unwillingneſſc to accept of any Kingly title 
wonaturall deportment of the White King, having ſo much _— = 
Brittiſh ſpirits ; But yet, if the words of our Prophet prove real, 
(pullus Aquile ) or Chicken of the Eagle that came in 
White K1og, and by a divine hand was preſerved in the others faili 
nofortunatc I, I fay,ſhall obtaine the Kingdome of Brittgine:But 
whether his acccfſ: to the Crowne ſhall be withoat great labour and travell, 
Imuch queſtion: for it is ſaid, be (hall build inthe higheſt rock of Brittaing 
we know birds that build, take paines before their neſt is built, fo alſo ſhy) 
this Chicken of the Eagle; but not with the ſword (the White King once 
dead,)but by mediation, treaties, love of the Briztiſh : Let it ſuffice he ſhall 
obtzine the Diademe,bur as birds that build on high on rocks, or on the tops 
of tall trees (for fo the words import) doe uſually rebuild cach yeare,and we 
caſually in their fo high ereRions, ſubjeR to the fury of ſtormes,boyſteroys 
windes,and fuddaine tempeſts, having thereby no long or certaine affurance 
or, poſſ:(lion of their habitations ; no more (hall this Chicken of this Eagle 
have in himſclfe or new 2cqtiſition of a Realme,mny ſtable hopes of the 
erjoyiog thereof; or leaving a numerous or happy off-ſpring ; for of his 
ſuc the Prophet maketh no mention at all, a figne he ſhall cither leave none, 
or that hc ſhall be the onely man of his race allotted to ſway the Brittih 
Scepter, But alas, what ſhall this moſt honourable Chicken of the Eagle 
purchaſc to himſelfc for his unwearicd paines ? Fame, and Love of theop- 

r«(ſcd Brittaines he ſhall: But to their perperuall ſorrow, he raignes but z 
ew ycarcs ; for our wiſe man tels,he ſhall not live till he isold; nor ſhall be 
dyc in perfeR youth : let Aderiine make a probable conjeRure of bis age 
at the time of his firſt accefſe to the throne, and he will make you beleene, 
this pretty Chicken will prove a good Cockrill about the 29. or 30, ofhis 
age; and that he may then be turned locſe, and for fixe yeeres and one halfe, 
very hardly nine,this loſty Cockrill may live happily, and ſway the Brittiſh 
Scepter, But having ſcttled the Church and Common- wealth of the Brit- 
taines in unity, both at the time of his acccſſc in Diviſion; and havi 
brought the oppreſſed people to a reafonable flouriſbing condition, i 
the Merchant to tratfique fccurcly to all Ports, countenanced the labourious 
trades-man in the way of his vocation, exaRtly performed what a gracious 
Prince ought to performe for his ſubjes good ; he then maſt prepare for 
another world, the worke being ended for which he was folely created.
